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REPUBLICIAN CONSTRUCTIVE MEASURE

‘ Among the major constructive achievements of the republican 
party is enactment of the federal water power act. This law, passed 
in 1920, provides for the public retention of the ultimate title 
water power: but the leasing of that power to development com- 
panies for terms of 50 years at the expiration of which time the 
power may revert to the government or an extension of the lease 
may be given. The rights of the public and of consumers of power 
are guarded by provisions which prevent exorbitant charges. 
Recently an effort has been made by democratic leaders to 
claim credit to the democratic party for the enactment of this law 
One writer recently said that “the measure did honor to the demo- 
cratic party,” but the statcment 1s made in the same article by the 
same writer that the act was passed in 1924. Thus the claimant for 
democratic credit disproves his own claim, for in 1920 both houses 
of congress were republican. 

It will be remembered that from 1913 to 1919 both houses 
of congress were democratic. During: that time the democrats in con- 
trol of. committees on public Jands and reclamation tried‘to draft 
an acceptable measure for the leasing of water powers. In_ this 
they repeatedly failed, because they could not devise a plan that 
was practical in its provisions and free from serious objections. 
In the election of 1918, there was a reverse of political con- 
trol of congress, and when the new congress.went into power in 
1919, both houses were republican. The reversal, it will be re- 
membered, took place fater President Wilson had made a plea that 
“politics be adjourned,” and then just before election day came out 
with a plea for a democratic congress. 
Republicans have never claimed exclusive credit for the federal 
water power act. It was not a party issue. Members of both parties 
were in favor of such a law only difference befhg as to details. 
There were some members of both parties opposed to the law as 
passed. The important fact is that there was no draft of a practical 
measure that could get the support of congress until 1920 when re- 
publicans were in control of both houses.

the requisite kinds and amounts of 
‘livestock best to meet the economic 
needs of farming in this district.’ 
“The conference in the Ninth Dis- 
trict emphasized strongly the need of 
‘greater diversification. ‘The farmer 
who raises nothing but wheat is un- 
wise, even foolish. He is one of the 
worst kinds of gamblers, one who 
gambles on the weather, on !nsects, on 
drought, and various other things that 
affect the quality of the product. The 
farmer who raises wheat and along 
with it the other crops and keeps a 
reasonakie amount of livestock has 
some‘aing to fall back on when wheat 
is plentiful and cheap. He is not 
putting all of his eggs in one basket. 
Diversification for Contentment 
“In many of the states the first 
step in diversified farming is to get 
the farmer to raise sufficient live 
stock to feed his own family. He 
needs to get a cow, sow and a couple 
of dozen chickens so that his own 
needs can be supplied without going 
into debt at the store. Livestock used 
to furnish food for the family will 
frequently consume large amounts of 
feed that would otherwise go to waste. 
,Livestock enables the family to set a 
‘better table and live under more 
healthful conditions, More work is 
furnished to the family, making pos- 
‘Sible larger family income. If the 
farm family is producing enough to 


feed itself, there will be much more 
‘contentment and much less idle time 
in which to criticize the government.
